Newmarket— November 11 
will be a public holiday in 
this municipality. A motion 
was passed in council Monday 
night to proclaim the holiday 
after a delegation from the lo- 
cal branch of the Canadian 
Legion put the request to 
council. 

The Legion spokesmen said 
they had plans arranged for a 
memorial parade if the town 
would declare a holiday. One 
spokesman said. "We have a

Holland Landing — Fire de- 
stroyed onc-haif of a 600-foot 
long broiler house and with it, 
7.000 chicks at the K-G Poultry 
ranch a mile north-west of Hol- 
land Landing shertly after 6 

o'clock this morning. There 
were between 28,000 and 30,000 
chicks at the ranch. 

Estimated loss was between 
$12,000 nnd $14,000, according to 
William Garfat* Aurora, co-own- 
er with Frank King, Toronto. A 
second-story apartment and a 
storeroom beneath it were also 
gutted. The fire was discovered 
a few minutes after 6 a.nu 20' 
minutes after a caretaker had 
checked the oil stoves. 

There are two buildings at the 
ranch, each 600 feet long with a 
two-storey structure in the cen- 
tre. The caretakers live in the 
second storey of each. The 300- 
foot wing of the one was com* 
pletely destroyed except for the 
cement block walls which arc 
still standing. The caretaker's 
children were still asleep when 
the fire broke out. 

The building was heated with 
nil stoves 20 feet apart, thei 
whole length of the building.

Spread over the combined acre- 
age, the crowd didn't sceni so 
large but it is' estimated that 
over 30.000 attended the match- 
es on the final day..; .; 

The plowing, match is strictly 
a farmers* showi, ; It is arranged 
by farmers, competed ; in' by. far- 
mers and ever^: aspect of the 
show is directed towards catching 
the Interest of : farmers. The 
huge implement exhibits dwarf 
anything else in Ontario, includ- 
ing the farm exhibits of the Can- 
adian National Exhibition. In- 
deed, we heard it often said that 
the exhibition, as an agriculture 
show-place, was losing ground to 
the plowing match, : '. mainly, we 
understand, because of the ex- 
clusive interest the show has for 
the faiTner compared to the riv- 
alry of industrial and manufac-

•doesn't encourage the use. that can and should be made 
of its faciiities. On the second floor of a Main St.

Much more space could be used than is how provided. 

The present. library allows little encouragement to 
contemplation arid reading. r There arc no' facilities for 
lectures and exhibitions such as every library should 
have. It is a place where books are housed, but little 
more. There is no facility for safe-keeping nor study 
of historical documents which are continually being 
uncovered in this area, and lacking this, they are either 
destroyed or lost. Bound volumes of The Era and Ex- 
press Herald of many years ago, often in demand for 
checking dates, must be kept in Toronto for safe- 
keeping. They could be made available to a properly 
equipped library.' 
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Here is a condition for which there is evidence that 
initial steps towards its correction are being taken. 
Public insistence that the project be carried through 
to its completion, and not shelved as so many other 
worthwhile projects have been, will encourage its ac- 
complishment.

Tells History Of Broderich Farm 
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This week, in continuation of the policy of laying aside 
this part of tho editorial page for historical articles, we 
print a paper presented recently to the Mount Albert In- 
stitute by Mrs. Harold Broderick, giving the history of the 
Ui ode rick farm, lot 10, con. 8, East Gwillimbury, which was 
the first to bo settled in the district. The text of airs. Brod- 
erick's paper follows: 

J Tho Broderick farm was settled by the Birchards in 



1814 or 1815. Sumucl and Rufus 
Hirchnrd came to Upper Canada 
from Vermont and made their 
way .to Hope (now Sharon). 
Thy clit a road by hand through 
Ihc bush from there to their new 
home and carried their* chattels 
on their back. They took this 
fttrm;-- from:, the crown. Samuel 
Blrchard married Ruth-Pearson 
from n<mr Uxbrklgc. Scon other 
settlers. jfolloWed! Shuttleworths, 
Ueai-K, Mni nprizes and Harrisons. 
Mount Albert was then named 
Birchardtown/ \-.'- ! 

The first years were hard. 
The bush had to be cleared, thoy 
trieilK; ti» raise sheep but - the 
wolves .ahd 'bears were, so bad 
thcyt couJdn't raise more than 
ono or two lambs In. a season. 
Mrs, : ttirehard" used to take n 
large tin horn and blow it to 
scare the wolves away. They 
had to take their wheat to Hol- 
land tending to Ket it ground in* 
to flour, and there was Just a 
trail through the bush. 

The Birchards, like other Qua-

kers, were Interested In educa- 
tion ond one of the frrst acts was 
to give the deed of land for a 
school site. The first school 
building was a small log one on 
I he eorner where the little park 
Is now. Mr. Ittrchard sent back 
to the States for his sister to 
come and tench. One of the Blr* 
chard's daughters married a Rear 
and lived on the next farm where 
Sam Harper lives now. 

In the late ao's or early 40*s, 
the Fletchers bought the. farm. 
Mr. Alex* Fletcher lived here (or 
some years, also his son, William 
Fletcher. The first house on the 
farm was a small tog house about 
the centre of the back fields. 
The next house was a plank one 
built Into a .bank.' It was just 
west of the creek next to Case's 
fence. It was In this house the 
Fletchers lived. Mrs. A. Dike 
was horn there In 1806. The 
lane then ran to the east and 
came out on the ninth. During 
the years 1850*1860 the taxes on 
the farm were $5 a year. Money 



Was reckoned In pounds, shill- 
ings and pence. Jno Leek was 
Ihc first storekeeper. There 
was little money in circulation, 
produce was taken to the store 
and traded for merchandise. In 
1858 two pigs were sold for Hs 
8d. In 1852, 200 boards of inch 
lumber sold for 5s. Eggs were 
about six cents a dozen. Mount 
Albert was then known as New- 
lands. The first post office was 
called Newlands Kast. 

A mill was built at the foot of 
the hill near the present bridge 

by Allan Graham, There was a 
dam to supply water power ond 
a mill pond was on the form. 
Later Graham and llaltf ran the 
mill and afterwards Geo. Halg 
operated a furniture factory and 
elder mUl there. A brickyard 
was once In operation on the 
back field next to the side rood. 
It was run by McFarlane and 
Trinkwon. The bricks in the 
present house and some of the 
village houses were made on tho 
farm. i 

•In 1800, Alex, Fletcher, distant 
relative of the former Alex. 
Fletcher, built the house that is 
now in use, In 1802 he died and 
Mr. and Mrs. Jno Broderick mov- 
ed from Ulica and rented the 
farm fdr 15 years then Iholr son, 
Geo, rfroderlck, took over and 
owned It until 1043. Since then 
his son, Harold, has been the 
owner.

lacking with city teams of B calibre. You can see the headaches 
confronting Messrs. Simmons and Mitchell, Add to that the fact 
that Unionville might snatch one or t\vw of tho above players, 
Markham may play junior B, Clement and Atkinson may foresnke 
sports for studies and there are no financial nngels in the immedi- 
ate offing. Perhaps you can answer the $04 question. /

club of some sort. Yets will not operate an intermediate club and 
who will spohor a club rests apparently between Hoffman* and 
Gapcos.
